utes. Add half a teaspoonful of salt,

solved In half a cupful of tepid wa- 
ter, one tablespoonful of molasses 
and one and three-quarter cupfuls of 
buckwheat flour. Beat well, let rise 
over night and in the morning stir 
in a quarter of a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing soda, dissolved in half a cupful 
of lukewarm water. Again beat and 
have the mixture of Ste consistency 
of drop batter.

tured in the United States last year, the largest peace-time pro- 
duction in the history of the country, according to an industry. 
report. 


Explosives usually are linked1 with war in the same breath, 


but the itemized figures given in the report belie such an as- 
sumption. Of the 500,000,000 pounds produced, more than 
200,000,000 were.ordered for blasting purposes, while the in- 
creasing use of powder for agricultural.purposes accounted for 
a large portion of the total output. 


\ American industry is using powder at a degree undreamed 
of a few decades ago. Such projects as the famous Moffat tun- 
nel in the West, the Shandaken tunnel in New York and the 
Hetch Hetchy tunnels-in California are results made possible 
through the scientific use of explosives.
